The verdict came after I hour and 
IO m inutes’ consideration of the evi­ 
dence in the case of John B. Fields, 
Edward Kaufman and Edward Court­ 
ney, on trial for conspiracy to im­ 
pede Justice through jury tampering 
in the trial of the chief executive. 
Fields, a member of the jury which 
avquitted the Governor in the Lake 
County Circuit Court here on June 24 
1922, and who was later appointed 
a deputy Jtate game warden, was 
charged fn the Indictment on which 
the trial was based with having ac­ 
cepted $350 from defenders 
of 
the 
Governor for his influence as a juror. 
The Indictment was 
returned by 
the grand jury on April 2 this year. 
The trial began on June 25 and ended 
on its twenty-third day. 
Kaufman 
and Courtney were named as conspir­ 
ators who were active in the county 
during the Small trial In an effort 
to influence the verdict by unlawful 
means. 
A thunder of applause from the 
crowded courtroom greeted the ac­ 
quittals. 
In his closing argument to the jury 
today State Attorney A. V. Smith of 
Lake county, w’ho headed the prose­ 
cution, made a strong plea for such 
action in this case as wbuld "forever 
strike a blow to jury tampering in 
Illinois.**

p e a r l y for many years. 
The exact 
^extent of the deposits cannot yet be 
^•■determined. 
Tnt 'Iron Mountain itself lies in the 
I .heart of this great iron reg'im of J 
" Missouri, and stretching for tw?* and 
*X6ne half miles to each side of the 
^Mountain. 
The ore is so abundant 
v'iaht it can be seen and 
gathered 
-irom the surface of the ground. 
Because the mines have been dor- 
*:;tnant for so many years residents 
' of the district are still skeptical con* 
.kerning the ricness of the deposit. 
rZtlr. May says he has a hard time 
^convincing the natives that there is 
v-ore of untold wealth in the region, 
tw .

But the ore is there, vast quantities 
of it. 
Our only problem is to find 
an economical way of producing it.” 
Three years ago, after making an 
extensive survey of 
the 
district, 
Leonard Busby, head of the Chicago 
City Railway 
company 
purchased 
the district and began mining activi­ 
ties. 
There have been 
setbacks, 
near failures, and 
sometimes 
dis­ 
couragement as new theories have 
been brought into practice and im­ 
provements made. 
The present val­ 
uation of the buildings, machinery 
and mill is estimated at three and 
one half million dollars and many 
new improvements are 
now under 
construction. 
The ore deposits of Iron Moun­ 
tain were discovered 
in 1835 
and 
mined by the early settlers in this 
state. 
Joe Pratt, the first owner of 
the mines, purchased the district 
from France, and secured confirma­ 
tion of his land grant from the Unit­ 
ed States at the time of the Louis­ 
iana purchase. 
These early settlers removed ap­ 
proximately 
three 
and 
one 
half 
million tons of ore from the depos­ 
its before the mines were aband­ 
oned. 
There are enormous piles of 
chat to the side of the 
excavation 
of these early settlers which can 
again be used by the present own­ 
ers because of newer methods of ex­ 
tracting the ore. 
Shortly after the opening of the 
Missouri ore deposits, the Michigan 
deposits became so much more pro­ 
duct ive and ore there was produced 
in such vast quantities that it sold j 
at a price prohibitive to Missouri 
miners. The high cost of transporta 
lion and production forced the clos­ 
ing of the Iron Mouhtain mines, and 
led many persons to believe that the 
mines wore closed because the de­ 
posits had been exhausted.

chase, “credit” is granted. 
W ith­ 
out credit, our present day busi­ 
ness system could not exist. 
Credit is possible only where 
} people have confidence in each oth­ 
er, and confidence can exist only 
-where good character exists. Every 
'successful 
business 
man 
looks 
l.upon his credit standing as a most 
valuable asset, and he maintains it 
I by square dealing. To get credit a 
m an m ust pay his debts, or it soon 
becomes known he is not of good 
character and not worthy of confl­ 
u e n ce . 
Those 
from 
whom 
he 
would buy refuse to trust him and 
the banks decline to grant him 
credit. 
Then come business fail­ 
ure and a long uphill fight to get 
on his feet again and live down the 
past. 


Mare Than Honesty Needed 
I 
Honesty Is not the only factor 
Involved in credit. 
For instance, 
Mr. Jones, a man of forty, of ex­ 
cellent morals, who has enjoyed a 
fair income for many years, sees 
an opportunity to purchase a busi­ 
ness. 
He 
requires 
financial as­ 
sistance. 
He calls on a banker 
and asks for the necessary credit 
The banker asks the nature of the 
business, what it will cost, and 
w hat Mr. Jones can command in 
ready money, or other resources, 
but learns that he has no money 
or property of his own. 
It is clear that Mr. Jones lacks 
ability to manage his affairs wise­ 
ly.

Well-managed banks are regarded 
with great respect, and hold a 
place of ever increasing impor­ 
tance. 
Some thoughtless persons criti­ 
cize banks for not making loans
